PLANTS’ POWER OF MOTION 


Enthusiasts Who 
Have Studied 
the 
Subject Say That Many Un. 
doubtedly Possess It. 


One of the chief popular distinctions 
between vegetable and animal life is 
that animals have power of choice and 
-of voluntary potion, while vegetables 
and plants grow only im*chanically. 
But the microscope seems to show 
that many vegetable forms can move 
as easily as can animals. 
There is a plant called voivox glo- 
bator, so minute that millions of ii 
could be put in a drinking glass, which 
Is seen to whirl like a top across the* 
field of the microscope. 
Horn»» plants 
found in ponds, which aré still more 
minute, move habitually, as with an 
apparent purpose. 
N aturalists w ho have given closer 
study than others to climbing plants 
state th at these seem to exercise the 
liberty of choice. 
Their tendrils, in 
climbing over pieces of wood with 
holes, will try one hole after another 
until they find one that pleases them. 
One investigator saw a tendril with­ 
draw itself after having pushed itself 
in a hole for 30 hours.

People who live In eastern Algeria 
always have a few beehives near their 
homes. 
Sometimes the Berber will 
place the beehives on the roof of hi.s 
house. 
The Berbers know bees so well and 
like honey so much that from earliest j 
Infancy they look upon the bee as a 
friend who must be guarded and need 
not be feared The Berber housewife 
lakes great care of her bees. 
She 
makes sure that a sand storm sudden­ 
ly sweeping across the great desert 
will not utterly ruin the beehive. She 
protects the hives, their store of hon­ 
ey and the workers who make the 
honey by covering the hives with mats. 
Underneath the beehives, in plain 
sight of every one who passes, a white 
bone swings in the breeze. 
The Ber­ 
ber is superstitious, and his chief fear 
is danger from the evil eye. 
Fear of the evil eye has come down 
through the ages. 
It is common in 
many other countries, particularly the 
south of Europe. 
In all these lands, 
various 
talismans u/e supposed 
to 
ward off tie* dangers of the evil eye. 
The chief reliance of the Berbers is 
placed in a white bone. 
Any bone 
will serve so long as It is white, and 
so placed that it catches the eye of 
the pa'Ser-by. 
The bone is believed to catch the 
glance of the person who may have 
an evil eye. 
Being attracted by the 
gleaming white bone, the glance of the 
evil <*ye is believed to be held by it 
and kept from banefully falling upon 
the object it is placed to protect.

sion denoting that a |>erson is deter­ 
mined to accomplish a certain thiug, 
no matter how, was first used in Ire­ 
land in 1172.

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TOOK REINDEER TO ENGLAND 


Attempt to Colonize the Animal Wae 
Not 
a 
Success— Marked 
Intelli­ 
gence Shown by Them. 


A hundred years ago It was thought 
thi»t the mountain forests of Great 
Britain might be colonized by reindeer 
from Lapland, and an account was 
given in 1821 in an issue of the Ob­ 
server, London, of the extraordinary 
sagacity displayed by them when a 
number were brought to England at 
the instigation of an eminent natural­ 
ist, Air. Bullock. 
The herd was ae- 
eornpanied by a Laplander, to whom 
the animals were attached and to 
whose wishes they were usually obedi- 
eot. 
All went well till they arrived 
at the place of embarkation, when the 
herdsman invited the deer to follow 
him to the boat. When the leader of 
the herd put his foot upon the float 
leading to the vessel he started back 
in alarm. 
It was the first unsteady 
ground he had ever trod. Fresh invi­ 
tations to follow' the herdsman and 
fresh 
investigations 
followed, 
the 
whole herd looking on and watching 
the proceedings, plac*ng entire confi­ 
dence In the captain, not attempting 
to move till he gave them a signal that 
all was well. After a time he seemed 
to be reassured and in a majestic 
manner entered the vessel, where he 
trod upon every plank and carefully 
examined everything. 
When he had 
satisfied himself that it was perfectly 
safe, he uttered a kind of snort, when 
the hitherto passive herd bounded into 
the boat and in three minutes all bad 
embarked. 
The 
account 
continues 
that the vessel was overloaded and 
the intelligent beast indicated this to 
bis followers. 
“Were we not assured 
of the fact, w'e could hardly credit It,” 
the reporter continues. 
“As he had 
intimated other things, he also inti­ 
mated this to his followers. No soon­ 
er was this done than the individual 
d^er he appealed to leaped into an­ 
other boat/' 
The experiment did not prove a suc­ 
cess, but the marked *ntelligenee of 
the reindeer made a deep impression 
upon the public.

Even aquatic insects have been knowm 
to carry small fresh-water mollusks 
attached to their legs. 
In such manner does Nature compel 
the various inhabitants of the earth to 
assist one another whether they will or 
not.

should have a new court house. Its ab­ 
solute and imperative need has never 
been denied—can not and will not be. 


There has been a division in public 


opinion as to details of the proposition, 
how it should be built and under what 
conditions. To settle this and to reach 
a common ground upon which all could 
stand a COURT HOUSE COMMISSION 
of 14 citizens and tax payers was ap­ 
pointed to take charge of the matter, 
pass upon plans, arrange for the Bond 
Election, and, should the bonds carry 
at the polls, select the plans, employ 
the architect and let the contract for 
the building.

The commission met at various times 
and after a full and free discussion de­ 
cided fora new court house, that a bond 
issue of $400,000 would be necessary to 
construct and equip the building and 
that an election should be called to pass 
upon the question of issuing the bonds. 


The Election is set for 
Tuesday, Nov. 15th 


It has been shown that this bond is­ 
sue will involve a 7 cent levy on each 
$100 of the assessed valuation of the 
county for a period of 16 years, at the 
end of which period the entire indebt­ 
edness will have been paid off. These 
figures were arrived at by trained ac­ 
countants whose calculations, after 
having been examined and verified by 
each bank in the city, were certified 
publicly by officers of these banks as 
being correct in the minutest detail. 


Under these figures we find that in­ 
dividual payments of taxes on these 
bonds will be as follows: 


On $1,000 valuation, 70 cents per year, 
$11.20 for the entire 16 years. 


On $500 valuation, 35 cents per year, 
$5.60 for the entire 16 years. 


Oh $250 valuation 17% cents per 
year, $2.80 for the entire 16 years. 


These amounts are based on the pres­ 
ent assessed valuations of the County 
of fifty-five million dollars. 


If during this 16 year perio&the valu­ 
ation should be increased by natural 
growth the lew of 7 cents could be les- 
sened or the period of time shortened, 
as would appear most desirable.

The commissioners have gone for­ 
ward with the duties delegated to them 
by the county court, and in pursuance 
thereof have had the election called. 


If the bonds should carry they will con­ 
tinue the work and assume charge of 
all detaiIs in connection with plans, con­ 
struction, contracts and all other mat­ 
ters having to do with the project and 
will give them their personal attention, 
and a MAJORITY VOTE OF THE 
COMMISSION WILL DECIDE ANY 
QUESTION ON WHICH THERE IS A 
DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


Every transaction will be. on its 
merits and nothing previously done in 
connection with any other project will 
apply or have any bearing upon this. 
Any contracts, or agreements that may 
have been made in the past as to other 
proposed structures will have no effect 
upon this, or be permitted to have any 
relationship to it. 


If the people of Pettis County by 
Their votes pass the bond issue, thus ap­ 
proving the plan for a new county 
house, this commission will proceed to 
the business at hand, selecting the 
plans, after careful examinatings from 
competing architects, employ that ar­ 
chitect, see that the contract is let to 
the lowest and best responsible bidder 
and otherwise proceed as they would 
with their own personal business, su­ 
pervising and directing the project un­ 
til final completion.
